25 as defined by RCW 36.70A.030(5), but that shorelines of statewide

28 (3) The legislature intends that critical areas within the
29 jurisdiction of the shoreline management act shall be governed by the
30 shoreline management act and that critical areas outside the
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 1 jurisdiction of the shoreline management act shall be governed by the
 2 growth management act.
